A Design Competition for an Urban Neigh- 
borhood has been announced by the Urban Re- 
newal and Community Development Agency for 
the City of Louisville, Kentucky. The competi- 
tion is a “Primary Class A Competition” approved 
by the American Institute of Architects. 


The competition area includes sixty - four 
acres in the Louisville West Downtown Area. 
Within this area, the Agency will offer for sale 36 
acres for redevelopment as a residential-commer- 
cial community, with 33.5 acres of medium density 
apartments, and 2.5 acres of neighborhood com- 
merce. 


The winning design will be chosen by the 
jury for its quality. The price of the land will be 
established by appraisal prior to the competition, 
and will not be subject to competitive bidding. 


The Urban Renewal and Community Devel- 
opment Agency has committed itself to award the 
contract to the sponsor of the winning design. It 
believes that good design will add economic sta- 
bility and renewed life to this neighborhood. 


The Competition is open to all registered 
architects who file a registration form with the 
Professional Advisor, Professor Charles Graves, 
Department of Architecture, University of Ken- 
tucky, Lexington, Kentucky. Each competitor 
must submit evidence, with his first stage draw- 
ings, that he is associated with a qualified devel- 
oper, who is available to implement his design. If 
the winning architect is not registered to practice 
in the State of Kentucky, he will be required to 
become registered therein or associate with a 
Kentucky architect of his choice for the per- 
formance of the two-stage competition. 


Five cash awards of $1,000.00 each will be 
made to competitors selected to participate in the 
Final State. The authors of the submission select- 
ed as the winner in the Final Stage will be em- 
ployed for the project. 


The deadline for registration to participate 
in the competition is September 30th; a check for 
$15.00, payable to the Louisville Urban Renewal 
Agency as a non-refundable Registration Fee, 
must accompany the registration form.

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Elliott Brenner 
Recieves Liturgical Award 


A Lafayette, Indiana, Architect, Elliott H. 
Brenner, AIA, has been awarded the highest hon- 
ors in the North American Liturgical Conference 
Architectural Competition, in competition with 
some of the best-known national names in Amer- 
ican architecture. The first place award was pre- 
sented late in August in St. Louis, scene of the an- 
nual National Liturgical Week Conference. 

The award was given to Mr. Brenner’s design 
for the remodeling of an addition to St. Thomas 
Aquinas Church on the campus of Purdue Uni- 
versity, the largest campus church in America. 
The church was dedicated formally on Sunday, 
May 3rd. 

The Liturgical Conference Architectural 
Award is presented to the best example of a new 
church which expresses the spirit of renewal 
flowing from the new Constitution on the Liturgy. 

The award was presented by famed liturgist 
Father H. A. Reinhold, and carries with it the 
gold Lercaro Medal and a check for $1,000.00. 

Liturgical consultant for the church project 
was Mr. Frank Kacmarcik of St. Paul, Minnesota. 

Other finalists in the national competition 
were: 

Second Place: Our Lady of Door Counsel, 
Staten Island, New York; Genovese and 
Maddalene, Architects. 

Third Place: St. Peters, Mt. Desert Island, 
Maine; Willoughby Marshall, Architect.

Second Honor Award: Priory of St. Louis, 
St. Louis, Missouri; Hellmuth, Obata and 
Kassabaum, Architects. 

Judging of the entries was performed by 
Reverend F. McManus, Reverend H. A. Reinhold, 
Reverend Peter Hammond, Reverend Robert 
Hovda, Reverend Godfrey Diekman, Mr. Donald 
Canty, AIA, Mr. Paul Thiry, AIA, Mr. John 
Rauma, AIA, Mr. Robert Jones, AIA, and Mr. E. 
Sovik, AIA. 

The expanded and remodeled church replaces 
an original chapel built in 1950 which seated only 
350 of Purdue’s 3,500 Catholic students at any one 
Mass. The east wall of the church was pierced 
and a new Nave and Sanctuary was built adjacent 
to the existing building, with semi-circular seat- 
ing for 800 worshippers within 60 feet of the 
Altar. The axis of the former Sanctuary was re- 
oriented east and west to blend with the addition. 

Materials of the new church are concrete, 
concrete block, steel, brick and wood, all expressed 
in natural forms. 

In discussing the program, Architect Bren- 
ner has stated: “Since architecture is concerned 
with enclosed space, nowhere is enclosed space so 


important as the consecrated space of the church 
building. Good church architecture is functional, 
geared to the five needs of the Christian com- 
munity, 

“And good architecture is honest in its use 
of materials. The simplicity and strength of the 
architectural forms in this church building reveal 
and nourish the spiritual order, strength, serenity 
and poverty of the student parish here, which this 
building will represent.” 


The Altar of precious granite dominates the 
interior of the church, along with the Bible 
shrine - lecturn. The architecture, appointments, 
materials and colors are settings for the Euchar- 
istic table, and therefore only one altar is visible 
in the main body of the church. 


VIEW OF REMODELED EXTERIOR 


The Lecturn and Fonts also are of precious 
granite, and the Sanctuary, Baptistry and Blessed 
Sacrament Chapel areas are paved with granite; 
elsewhere the concrete floor is left exposed. 

As the focal point of the church, the Altar: 

1. Is the sacred table for the sacred meal; 
this concept is paramount. 

2. Contains relics of saints, recalling the cus- 
tom of early Christians to celebrate Mass over the 
body of a martyr in the catacombs; therefore the 
Eucharistic table has under it and free from it a 
burial block containing the relics, sepulchral in 
tone. 

3. Recalls the rock of sacrifice of the Old 
Testament ; thus the strong, Old Testament sacri- 
fical block is expressed by its position on the 
mountain of steps, dominating the Eucharistic 
Hall. 

The Bible-Shrine-Lecturn is at the left of the 
Sanctuary, with concealed votive lamps. Com- 
munion tables are provided rather than the cus- FLOOR PLAN 
tomary Communion rail, permitting the celebrant 
to remain stationary. In front of the sanctuary is 
a simple, wood offertory table, where communi- 
cants may take an altar bread and place it on 
the paten to be consecrated at Mass.

The former altar area was converted into a 
new Baptistry, with the granite font emplaced 
three steps below the level of the entrance, remi- 
niscent of the ancient submersion form of Bap- 
tism, the steps professing faith in the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. Holy water fonts are placed 
at each entrance, and the Ambry is a small wooden 
box in the east wall of the Baptistry. 

The Blessed Sacrament Chapel for private 
devotion and meditation adjoins the Bapt istry in 
the old portion of the church.

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The American Block Company has an- 
nounced the installation of two new manu- 
facturing innovations in their plant at 2200 N. 
Montcalm in Indianapolis. Allan Miller, pres- 
ident of the 58 year old firm said that as a 
result of these two new developments, “our 
Amerlite block now has a uniformity of 
texture never before obtainable.” Amerlite is 
American’s lightweight cinder block. 

The first of these innovations was a newly 
developed electrically heated double-decked 
vibrating sereen which divides the crushed 
cinders into two sizes — fine and coarse. Be- 
ing electrically heated, the screen cannot be- 
come “blinded” by the wet cinders. The two 
sizes of aggregate are later combined in the 
proper proportion for making a block of high- 
ly uniform texture. ABC is the only block 
manufacturer in this area to use completely 
processed cinders in the making of cinder 
block. 

Also, a new type Fairbanks-Morse “elec- 
tronic brain” has been installed which con- 
trols with punch card accuracy the aggregate 
mixing process — thus insuring a uniformity 
of mix. This equipment, which utilizes * ‘load 
cells” is the first application of its kind in 
the country. It eliminates human error and 
guesswork, weighs out materials from any 
number of ten bins in correct proportions, 
and delivers same to any one of four mixers 
on priority call. There the ‘‘mix-minder” 
takes over, regulates the time of mix, the 
introduction of water and cement as re- 
quired, and dumps the batch on call from 
the machine below. The entire operation is 
automatic. 

In addition to the manufacturing plant, 
ABC maintains a northside office and stock 
yard of its products at Road 37 and Hague 
Road, 1 mile north of Castleton, for the con- 
venience of builders, contractors and the gen- 
eral public in that area.
